The BUI to Repeal tht Federal Election 


Lawi- Congressman Breoklnrtdge's 


Answer—Yellow Fever at Bruns- 


wick, Oa.—CongreraionaL

WASHIHOTOK, Sept. 24.—There is a 


reasonable certainly that congress will 
spend the entire week in debate Tho 
first business in the senate will be the 
resolution offered Saturday by Mr 
Stewart declaring for the independ- 
ence of the three great branches of the 
federal government. This cornea up in 
the morning; hour to-morrow and Mr. 
Stewart will nuke it a text for an attack 
npon the administration, on the ground 
that It has trespassed upon the consti- 
tutional powers of the legislative 
branch of the government in the case 
of the repeal bill 


Notice of formal speeches have been 


given by Sanator Bate, of Tennessee, 
for Monday after the morning hour, 
by Senator Perkins, of California, for 
Tuesday, by Senator Paseoe, of Flor- 
ida, for Wednesday, and by Senator 
Dubols, of Idaho, for a later day in the 
week 
These speeches will not fill in 


all the time, as the lengthening of the 
sessions by the addition of an hour 
will give seven full hours for debate 
each day 
But before to-morrow even 


ing the list of speakers will doubtless 
be increased, and there are half a dozen 
senators who stand ready to talk at 
any moment they may be "called upon 
to do so 


The house will, on Tuesday next the 


20th mst, enter upon the bill to repeal 
all statutes "relating to supervisors of 
elections and special deputy marshals," 
reported by Mr Tucker, from the com- 
mittee on election of president and 
vice-president and representatives in 
congress. According the terms of the 
order reported by the committee on 
rules the house will proceed to its con- 
sideration on that day "immediately 
after the second morning hour, or if 
the second morning hour shall not 
sooner have ended, then at 2 o'clock on 
Saturday" And it further provides 
that the consideration of said bill shall 
be resumed immediately after the sec 
ond morning hour of each legis- 
lative day thereafter, up to and in- 
cluding the 9th day of October next. 
That at the hour of adjournment on 
haid last-named day the previous ques- 
tion shall be considered ordered on all 
pending amendments of the bill to its 
engrossment and third reading and its 
final passage 
That on the next legis 


lativi. day, to-wit 
The 10th day of 


October next, at the hour of 1 p m , 
the house shall resume consideration 
uf said bill and shall proceed without 
furthei debate and without interven- 
ing motions, to vote, first on the pend 
ing amendments, if there be any then 
on the engrossment and third reading 
of the bill then on the final passage 
thereof, and then on motions to "re- 
consider and lay on the table*' should 
such motions be made 
If, from any 


cause this order shall not be fully exe 
cuted on the last day mentioned here- 
in, then the order shall continue m 
force and be operative each legislative 
day until said bill shall be fully dis- 
posed of 


Mr Tucker, whose name is attached 


to the measure on the calendar, will 
open the debate in support of the bill, 
and he has given notice that in the 
course of his remarks he will have 
something to say about the cost of exe- 
cuting laws bought to be repealed, and 
especially the allowances made to John 
I Davenport, the chief supervisor of 
elections in New York 


Messrs Dearmond and Lawbon, mem- 


bers of the committee, will follow Mr 
Tucker for the bill, but further than 
this no details of the debate on that 
sidt have been arranged 
Doubtless 


some of the New York members will 
speak more fully than Mr Tucker of 
Mr Davenport's connection with the 
election machinery m that city 


in opposition to the bill Mr Dolliver, 


of Iowa, will have the opening, fol 
lowed by Mr Johnson, of Indiana. 
These ire comparatively young men 
and members, but they are among the 
most aggressive political debaters on 
the republican side, and it is expected 
that much vigor will mark their 
speeches They are loading themselves 
with extracts from southern newspa- 
pers of recent date, which they will 
use to demonstrate tho necessity for 
the continuance of the election laws 
on the statute books, and if the voting 
stage is reached a red hot political de- 
bate will doubtless be raging 


There are several bills on the calen- 


dar which may occupy the house in the 
morning hour each day prior to the 
election bill debate 
Among these are 


the bills reported by Mr dates from 
the committee on the judiciary to re- 
port a portion of the laws covered by 
the Tucker bill and which, m a gen- 
eral way, may be said to represent the 
views of the conservative members of 
the majority 
They believe that cer- 


tain provisions sought to be repealed 
by the advocates of the Tucker bill 
should remain in force, but they will 
doubtless vote for that measure, al- 
though preferring the 
Gates' bill 


However, the consideration of any 
other than the bill set forth in the 
pending order will be desultory and 
final action la not antloipated on any 
one of Importance until the eleotio] 
repeal bill is out of the way

BABOELOSTA, Sept. 85.—An anarchist 


tried to kill Caot.-Gcn. Martinez do 
Campos Saturday with a tomb. There 
had been a review ol all the troops in 
this district early in the mort>tD|r.j 
Shortly before noon the captain-gen- 
eral and his staff took their places on 
one side of the large square near thq 
middle of the city, and the march past 
begun. A larpe crowd had gathered! 
near the officers, but as no trouble was 
thought probable while the military 
filled the streets, only lour gendarmes 
were at hand to preserve order. The. 
head of the column had hardly passed' 
the captain-general when a bomb was 
thrown from the crowd. 
It struck 


near the captain-general, and exploded 
with tremendous fo rce. (The crowd 
was thrown into confusion and tho 
soldiers broke from the lines. 


A few seconds later another bomb 


came from 
the crowd. 
It struck 


among the staff officers and exploded 
almost directly under the 
captain- 


general's horse. The captain-general 
was thrown to the ground and his 
horse, with its legs shattered, rolled 
over beside him. Gen. Castellivi, chlef- 
of-staff, also fell wounded from his 
horse. A soldier of tho civic guar d 
was killed instantly and five others 
were injured so severely by plcees of 
shell that they will probably die. 


The march was stopped and most of 


the soldiers broke ranks. Tho captain- 
general's last order as he was carried 
to a house near by was that the pa- 
rade should be continued. 
A physi- 


cian hastily dressed n. wound in his 
thigh, a bad bruise of the shoulder 
on whiuh ho fell, and several contu- 
sions of the log. The captain-general 
then returned to his staff and wit- 
nessed from a carriage the rest of the 
parade.

Dear Sir: Some time ago at a meet- 
ing of a number of onr people a "citi- 
zens' executive state fair committee" (ot 
which I am chairman) was appointed 
with power to take snob et«pa as might 
seem Decenary and expedient to senate 
the permanent location of the state fair 
at, or near this city. The board of sn- 
petrison ot this (McLean) county has 
appropriated (31,000 to purchase a site 
and an additional (50,000 to be advanced 
to the state board, to enable it to at once 
make the neorsaaty improvements, with- 
out the delay that would be required to 
obtain an appropriation from the state 
legislature.

The robbers opened fire whoii they die- 


oovered that they were to be met with 
armed resistance. The police returned 
the fire and a general fneiiade followed. 
About twenty-five shots were flred on 
bath sides. When the smoke cleared 
away the lifeless bodies of Kohler aad 
Gleitze wera lying on thaafloorof the oar. 
Both had been shot through the head. 
The bnllet which pierced Kohler'* head 
produced instant death. He never etirred 
after he was shot. 
Gleitze was still 


breathing, but be died shortly after he 
waa brought to St. Joseph.

Ton 
do not indict as citizens or individuals, 
bnt a* officers. A former grand jury aaw 
fit to ignore tbe lynching of Bnah in De- 
oatnr. When Bush was taken ont and 
hanged, it was an offense against Bush aa 
an individual and against the dignity 
of 
the law. If then

good reason why those men who mobbed 
and lynched Bush did the right thing, 
let it be stated. I do not ask yon to in- 
diot the men who lynched Buab, bat I 
want you to investigate the case and, 
submit yonr finding.
